Recooaaendation 33 of the Joint Study Group, as amended and approved 
by the H8C, provides that the Coordination Staff "should review the functions 
and activities of the several committees and sub- committees of the United 
States Intelligence Board. This review should include consideration of 
possible changes in the committee structure and improved reporting 
procedures . "
